Mr. Bartlett, of the Farmers’ Advocate, 
vas called upon to read a paper on the 
iairying interests of the province. Me. 
Bartlett said he had prepared a paper, 

nt asked that its reading be postponec 
intil some future meeting when the la 
‘ies would be more numerously repre- 
vented, His request was granted, 

Mr. Wilson read a very good paper oni 
In this he strongly urg 
<d the necessity of growing less wheat 
widsraising more stock. He tried to 
vwrove that the present system ef farminy 
n Manitoba was almost sure to run out 
he land. 

Mr. 8. ©. Doran made a good and ra 
her humerous speech in favor of mixed 
arming. 

Mr. Catfrey gave his experience in 
arming in this district. He said that he 
iad tried wheat raising exclusively for # 
iumber of years, but had come te the 
conclusion that no man could do well un 
ess he went into mixed farming. 

Mr. Henry Nichol was the next to take 
ho plattorm. He was more in favor o 
wheat growing than were the other speak 
rs. He thought the man should study 
he kind of land that he had got and adapt 
us farmung to the kind of seit he had. 
He himself had found wheat raising most 
rotitable, and at the present tlme was 
nto wheat vrowing and stock raising. ; 

Mr. Sunpsen also gave his experience 
n farming. He thought thar
